dealing storm passed over this city at 
1:18 , o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
II 


was moat nevero In the northern part of 
the city. John Jenkins, colored, was 
struck by lightning and instantly killed. 


The injured are; John Mercer, blown 


off the roof of a house; right thigh 
fractured; George Soley, badly shocked 
by lightning; John Clymer, shocked by 
lightning; Patrick Furlong, shocked by 
lightning; Frank Shorring, ankle frac- 
tured by being blown from a ladder; 
Mrs. 
WJggman, seriously Injured by 


the roof of her dwelling crashing upon 
her. The roof of 2581 Oeiser street 
was blown off and Charles Christian 
was badly hurt. 


Roofs by the dozens were blown off, 


trees were uprooted and considerable 
damage to property was done. 


The storm was of cyclonic proportions 


when it reached Gloucester, N. J., tlio 
sporting resort on the Delaware river, 
five miles from Philadelphia, and car- 
ried death and destruction In its path 
The column was 000 feet In width and 
resembled a huge waterspout as it 
crossed the river. 
The water and 


everything in its track was lifted np 
and disturbed waves marked the wake 
of the gale. 


The dead are: 
Patrick Highlands, 50 years of age, 


Philadelphia, a bill poster in the sher- 
iff's office. 


Robert Hamilton, 40 years of age, 


Gloucester; a truckman. 


Tho injured are: Mary Ann Hamil- 


ton, aged 35, wife of Uobersl Hamilton; 
head and foot cut; Mary Hamilton, 18; 
legs crushed and hurt internally; Mag- 
gie Hamilton, W; chest bruised; Patrick 
lligging, of Camden, severe contusion 
about the head; 
Patrick 
Fendlev, 


waiter, hurt about the head 


The tornado first struck and demol- 


ished the pavallion attached to the ho- 
tel of Julius Fromhagen, along tho river 
front, and Fromhageu was killed. 


The roof circled through the air and 


descended upon the dwelling of Robert 
Hamilton, and utterly demolished the 
house. The Hamilton family, consist- 
ing of the father, mother and daughters 
Mary and Maggie, were at dinner 
when the storm broke. The father 
was taken to McOilead's hotel. The 
children were removed to the Cooper 
hospitul. 
f At Atlantic City the storm was ter- 
rillc and of an electric nature, tt lasted 
three hours. Telephone and telegraph 
wires wore torn down, trees uprooted, 
and the cleotrlc cars stopped. Several 
buildings were struck by lightning. 


The 
damage 
a'/ Gloucester will 


amount to several thousand dollars. 


The storm was very severe in Cam- 


don and numerous small 
buildings 


were unroofed and trees blown down. 
It Is almost certain that many persons 
have becu drowned In the Delaware 
river. 


Up to midnight Coroner Jeffries, of 


Camden, had received Inquiries from 
Philadelphia and Camdun for fourteen 
persons who are supposed to have been 
out sailing when the storm broke and 
it is feared they are drowned. 


At Hoddon Heights, near lladdon- 


fleld, N. J., the tornado demolished the 
dw lling that was being constructed 
for 
Benjamin 
Lippincott.

dington, Philadelphia, 6late roofers, 
who were working upon tho roof of the 
house, sought shelter in the attic and 
were burled in the bcbris.

ployment. 


PiTTHBimou, Pa., June 30.—Every em- 


ploye of Carnegie, Phippa & Co., at 
their Homestead mills is Idle to-day, 
except the mechanics and laborers who 
are ongagod on repairs. 
Afc 10 o'clock 


H.tiOO workmen assembled in open moot- 
ing at the opera house and thoroughly 
canvassed the situation. The meeting 
was orderly and the several addresses 
counseled moderation and strict observ- 
ance of law and order. 


A resolution was adopted that during- 


the lock-out no members of ttie Amal- 
gamated 
association hhould be per- 


mitted to leave tho town without a 
special permit from tho lodge officiate, 
under penalty of dismissal from the or- 
ganization; and another resolution was 
unanimously 
adopted that the day 


mechanics and day laborers shall bo 
called out to-morrow morning. 


Committees were appointed to watch 


all trains ami entrances to the town to 
prevent the 
importation of outsid* 


workmen. Twenty of tho Amalga- 
mated association men were sworn in 
as special officers by the burgess this 
morning. 
And will aid In preserving 


order. The lockod-out men anticipate 
the arrival of Philter ton men, and aru 
prepared to welcome them. The mill 
officials refuse to talk on the subject. 


Eight effigies of proptletors and of- 


ficials ornamented as many telegraph 
poles iu tlio vicinity of the mills yester- 
day morning. At noon good order pre-

Lytle is in Chicago on 


THE CITY ORDINANCE. 


It Says Barber Shops May Remain 


Open on Sunday. 


Inasmuch as a majority of the boss 


barbers are in the movement to close the 
barber shops on Sundays, there has been 
a demand to learn what the city ordin- 
ance bos 10 say on the subject. It is no 
infraction ot the law to keep the shops 
open. Here is the law: 


HKOTION GC o[ Chapter 26—PhirM of Utwiut'jii 


Closed on Mimihiv. Whoever shall, on Bunday, 
keep open or pormit to be kept opeu hli place 
cl buslneai, or shall pursue hl.i dally labor or 
occupation within said city, atwll, on coDvlctloo, 
be Hand not leas than ten dollars Dor more than 
IKty dollars provided, that this section shall 
not be applicable to persons who conscien- 
tiously observe some other day of the week us 
the Habbntl ; nor la cases of necessity or of 
clmrity, nor to hotels, i-nlliiu-houses, rims 
utores, barber-shops, livery sUbloH or struct 
cars. 


It is propound to begin the closing of 


barber bliops noxt Sundiy. It i j known 
that all of the bosses in Decatur will 
nuue in the movement, but there ore 
threo or four bosses wuo will not agree 
to closing. 
Home who are willing to 


close will probably kcop open in order to 
hold their regular trade and got a share 
of the cash that would be driven away.

Importations of Clydesdale*. 


The American Clydesdale association 


is receiving an unusually large number 
of applications this season from breeders 
ot Clydesdale horses residing in Canada 
for custom house certificates required 
under the late ruling of the treasury 
department for the free importation into 
the United States ot stallions and mares 
for breeding purposes. Colonel Charles 
F. Mills, secretary ot the Clydesdale 
association, states that there are a large 
number of mares owned in Canada hav- 
ing the number of recorded top crosses 
prescribed by the treasury department 
to entitle their produce to free entry.
